BUILDINGS  ON  CAMPUS  IN  1900— REMEMBER? 


Just  a  few  reminders  of  the  days  of  1900.  With  the  tearing  down  of  Old  Model  School  (presently 
called  Religious  Center),  to  be  rebuilt  into  a  new  brick  veneer  building  to  house  the  religious  groups 
on  the  campus,  the  last  of  the  buildings  of  the  old  campus  has  disappeared.  While  these  buildings 
pictured  above  served  their  purpose  in  a  wonderful  manner,  all  have  given  way  to  modern  and  perma- 
nent buildings  throughout  the  half  century  that  has  passed  since  these  pictures  were  made.  Reading 
from  left  to  right,  they  are,  top  row:  The  Matrons  Building  (old  Bullard  mansion),  East  Dormitory 
(for  women)  and  Model  School  (also  used  as  dormitory,  infirmary,  library,  class  rooms  and  religious 
center).  Center  row:  Former  Boys'  Dormitory,  christened  "The  Shack,"  and  .  .  .  (you  name  it, 
unless  it's  another  view  of  East  Dormitory.  West  Dormitory  was  a  two-story  structure).  Bottom 
row:  Boyd  Hall  (formerly  called  Normal  Hall)  when  it  stood  on  the  site  of  the  present  Science  Build- 
ing,    and    a    wing    of    the    Convent    Building    attached   to    the   Matrons    Building.

Sink  Baylor,  48-27 

Taking  first  place  in  seven  out 
of  nine  events,  the  Demon  swim- 
mers, led  by  Branch.  Gunn. 
Stovall  and  Quaintance,  demon- 
trated  their  superiority  over  the 
itrong  Baylor  University  swim 
team  in  the  natatorium  on  Satur- 
day night,  February  12. 

Two  pool  records  were  broken 
when  Branch  (NSC)  barely  nosed 
nut  Stovall  (NSC  I  in  the  100- 
yard  back  stroke  in  1  minute  5.7 
seconds  to  break  the  record  estab- 
lished by  the  same  two  men  in 
19-18  of  1  minute  7.8  seconds;  and 
Sorrell  (Baylor)  nosed  out  Elli- 
son (  NSC  )  '  in  the  440-yard  free 
style  in  5  minutes  50.8  seconds  to 
(leak  the  record  established  by 
Ellison  in  1947  of  5  minutes  55.2 
reconds.  (Ellison  was  competing 
as  a  member  of  the  Shreveport 
YMCA  team  when  he  set  the  pool 
record  I . 

The  Demon  swim  team  has  two 
more  home  meets:  the  first  on

Tournament 

Northwestern  State  College  will 
he  host  to  the  state  basketball 
championship  for  Class  B  schools, 
both  boys'  and  girls*  teams,  March 
10,  11  and  12,  according  to  I.  C. 
Strickland,  director  of  high  school 
relations  and  rallies. 

The  Louisiana  High  School 
Athletic  Association  recently  voted 
to  divide  the  state  basketball  tour- 
nament into  four  centers.  Classes 
AA,  A,  B,  and  C  were  assigned  to 
four  college  and  university  cam- 
puses. The  Class  AA  tournament 
will  be  staged  at  Louisiana  State 
University,  former  site  of  the  en- 
lire  state  tournament  for  all 
classes.  Southwestern  Louisiana 
Institute  will  be  host  to  Class  A 
and  Louisiana  Tech  to  Class  C. 

Each  of  the  seven  district  rallies 
will  qualify  three  boys'  and  three 
girls*  teams  which  makes  possible 
the  entry  of  42  teams  in  the  tour- 
nament    at     Northwestern     State. 
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Valentine's  Day. 

With  the  basketball  season  ending  with  games  on  March  2  and  4, 
both  games  being  with  Centenary,  the  outcome  of  the  conference 
standing  will  not  he  decided  until  that  time.  The  Demons  and  the 
Gents  each  have  three  more  conference  games  before  meeting  each 
other,  and  what  happens  in  those  games  may  have  an  important  bear- 
ing on  the  final  outcome.
